orecast can bo made. 


Tho prediction of tho Iowa tornado 


'ffers a noteworthy example of thevalm* 
>f tho Kovormnent bureau and illus- 
.rates the perfection of the system it cm- 
iloys, but tho forecast in point of accu- 
racy is duplicated daily. It isn't every 
lay that a tornadostavts on a wild stam- 
pede, but the weather sharps ure expected 
:o keep tho cities and towns of the coun- 
:ry posted in advance in regard to the 
weather. Tho daily forecast has become 
an all important element in nil cak'uln- 
,ioas, whether of pleasure or of business, 
and could no more be dispensed with 
,han tho telegraph or any of the other 
igencies which have revolutionized 
iffairs. 


Several years ngo ft couple of young 


army lieutenants who saw tornadoes in 
every cloudcap kept the western fann- 
ers dodging in and out of low grouud 
cellars until they became round shoul- 
dered and neglected their crops, but the 
voung lieutenants' experience is now one 
)f the amusing traditions of the office. 
'.I is told, too, possibly as a joke, that 
he colored janitor who had rheumatism 
iiid looked upon his left leg as a rcli- 
ibie gauge did the prophesying business 
vhen tho lieutenants were invited to 
ome swell function.
